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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1 1 and 23-29 remain rejected under 35 
use 103 over Verdicchio (US 4726915) for the reasons given in the final rejection. The table on page 21 of the instant specification does 
not compare the closest prior art compounds which are disclosed in Verdicchio. The compounds of Verdicchio contain an isodecyl group 
which has a methyl group at the second carbon from the end of the chain. This has greater similarity to the claimed compounds which have 
an iso-C13 group than the compounds which were compared that have a propyl group six carbons in from the end of the chain. . 
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
